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DYING IN PRISON. 


The Melancholy End of the Life of a 
Romantic Rascal. 
| From the Philadelpbia Times, | 

Lewis L. Clermont, alias Ralph L. Rolland, 
alias Colone! Raipb Rotiins, confidence oper- 
ator, forger, swindler and attempted bank 
robber, died on Saturday lastin the Eastern 
Penitentiary, §Philadelphia, where he had 
been confined for tbree years. He was one 
of the most insinuating, skillful rogues of 
the age, and bis career Is like a romance. He 
was forty .ears ef age when he died and pre- 
sented but few vestiges of the remarkable 
masculine beauty be once possessed. He was 
the scn of Sherif Clermont, of Scioto county, 
., who afterwards removed to Schoolcraft, 
Mich. Young Lewis started outin life with 
the advantages of a handsome person, agood 
education und bis father’s infigence to back 
him. He was askiliful book-Keeperand pen- 
man. and when he enlisted in an Iilinois regi- 
nmentat the outbreak of the rebellion and 
resched Nashville, bis séillfulness with the 
pen and accounts obtained him a first-class 
position in the (Juartermaster’s Departmeat. 

At the end of the war he made $6!),900 at the 
expense of consignees m New York, who 
honored his drafts for cotton alleged to be in 
transit. Withtbis fund he fled. Thea he 
opencda banking house in St. Louis with 
correspondents at Chicago and San Francisco. 
The St. Lou's house honored drafts from 
Chicago and San Francisco until one dav the 
tirm of Rollins & Co. Was nonest, with about 
340,000 or so clear. Theswitdier took a trip 
to Europe and the Holy Land, taking his wife 
with bim. Pinkerton’s detectives, who had 
vot wind of the real character of Clermont, 
the distinguished American, swooped down 
upon bim in Germany for the Chicago and Sc. 
Louis forgeries. He hired the best legal tul- 
ent in all Germany and beat the detectives on 
a technicality about the extradition. After a 


time be went to Chicago and then came tothis | 


city, Where he appeared as Louis La Dezina, 
a forcigner with untoid ducats, Who was go- 
ipy to astonish Wall strect with his stock- 
jovbbing operviions. Most of the securities he 
gave as collateral are said to have been U nited 
states bonds, which had been the produce of 
big bank 1obberies. One day a loteof Wali 
street brokers discovered themseives to be 
the victims of agang of clever forgers, who 
had bagged about $15v,000 as their spo'l. 
iollins for a pumber of years existed 
through confidence operations aad forzeries 
until the attempt by himself and his brother- 
in-law, A. B. Wicks, or Weeks, alias John- 
son, to bind Cashier Messersmith, of the 
Cbambersburg Bank, and plunder the bank 
vaults. To effect this, for months before the 
plot was ripe, Rollins was at Chambersburg 
With an invalid whom he represented to be 
his brether. He was playing Col. Rollins of 
the army at this time. Jo March 25, 1876, 
Rollins, who pretended that he wanted to 
purchase Messersmith’s farm, secured an in- 
tenview at the bank at night and asked per- 
mission to deposit $10,000 for safe keeping. 

In the vault was over $500,000. The confid- 
ing Casbier took Rollins and Wicks to the 
vVoult, and as soon as the doors opened the 
conspirators sprang upon him. They had 
not the audacity and cold bloed of profession- 
al bank robbers, and did not disable the old 
mun, who broke loose. Rollins snatched 
+30,000, and barely got to the street when he 
was seized by a colored man. Wicks, alias 
Jobnson, got away in a carriage, but was 
cuught at Mechaniesburg. The men were 
convicted and sentenced, Rollins to ten vears 
and Wicks to eight years in the Eustern l’eni- 
tentiary. They weretaken back afterwards 
to Chambersburg on a writ of error. Tnev 
were again convicted, but Rollins escaped 
from Chambersburg Jail with tools said 
to bave been furnished by his wife. Le was 
rearrested in Chicago, and sent back to the 
eastern Penitentiary. 

Here he made desperate efforts to escape, 
and nearly succeeded in December last by the 
perndy ofone of his keepers. The discovery 
of the plot resulted in the finding of a shaving 
brush, in whicb,concc aled in the hollow of the 
handle, were forty-two magnificent dia- 
monds, saidto be worth 310,000. They are 
believed to bave been smuggled into the 
pri-on in this receptacle, and Rollins told the 
fallhless keeper they should be his reward 
for assisting the convict to escape. Rollins 
became furious when his long-brooded over 
plum came to naught, and resorted tothe in- 
sanity dodge and other schemes to get out. 
These too faiied. Then he resorted to at- 
iempts at violence upon the prison-kKeepers. 
He hud a large knife on one occasion and a 
lot of powdered glass on another. Lately he 


begen to lose flesn and exhibit signs of paoys-* 


ical breaking up, the effect of incarceration 
and tne fast life he led while a swindler and 
forg;r. (On Saturday he died from Bright’s 
disease While the prison inspectors were in 
session at the Penitentiary.

FRESH MACKEREL. 


—-- 


Lively Fishing in Massachusetts Bay— 
Eccentricivuies of the Fish. 


{From the Boston Heraid. | 


During the past three weels the waters of 
the Massachusetts Bay have ‘‘swarmed’’ in 
every part with mackerel, and in Cape Cod 
Bay especiaily thev have beem found in enor- 
mous quatities. lsualily they have been seen 
‘schooling’? upon the surface, though, when 
they are thus apparent, it is reasonably cer- 
tain that under water thev are still more 
numerous. . The lower part of the bay having 
been during this time populated with young 
herring swimming about near the surface by 
the million, the voracious mackerel have had 
line bunting, and have pursued their leviti- 
mute gaine with a pertinacity, and seized up- 
on it with an avidity which is now duplicat- 
ed and finely illustrated in the cliase of the 
bluefish afterthe mackereliteelf. During a 
cruise inthe bay by the writer of this a few 
days Since, the ripple of the mackerel schools 
was seenin every direction throughout the 
entire day,and it is said that this has been the 
case during all the time mentioned above, and 
that the fish bas pushed fairly into the har- 
bors, creeks and all the indentations of the 
land, sothatit has even been taken from the 
wharves, the channels and waterways, and 
the shallows near the shores. 

hen it is stated that asingle ‘‘school’’ of 
inackerel often contaics sufficient numbers to 
fill thousands of barrels, some idea of the 
greatness ofthe supply may be entertained. 
They have numerous enemies, as the bluefish, 
shark, etc., and among their releatiess and 
most busy persecutors mankimd must be 
reckoned a principal. But, notwithstandin 
their ranks are thinned continually bv al 
these destroying agents, very Many more es- 
cape than are captured, and many doubtless 
become veterans—travelers in various seas, 
old beads who know a thing ortwvo about the 
dangers of the deep, and are, perhaps, oracles 
among fishes. 

The fishermen look upon mackerel as a 
wonderfully fanciful fish, coy and uncertain 


in all its ways, aud impossible to be anticipate | 


ed in its humors. Fordaysand days,some- 
times, theugh present ali the time, and very 
largely on the surface, no temptation is suf- 
ficient to make it take a bait; and occasional- 
ly, when its favorite food is strewn liberally 
over the surface of of the water, the fish will 
refuse to rise from the depths, and disdain all 
allurement. Atother times it will bite any- 
tbirg—a red rag, a morsel of fish skin, a bit of 
wood; and during the past ten days it has 
frequentiv bappened that no bait at 
all has been needed, only the bare 
books; indeed, when the mackerel bite 
atal', it is perhaps as often ata bare hook as 
anything. Thev bave their ‘biting days,’’ 
and they allseem to be influenced al ke. 
Neither is it possible to present the exact 
connection between these propensities and the 
presence of their natural food in the waters; 
in fact, no one Knows what thev will do next. 
Near the ‘*White Horse,’’ a great rock on the 
South Plymouth shore, one man took during 
asingle fishing,one day last week, 1,50 
mackerei, catching every fish with a bare 
hook, and many other fishers near him loaded 


_dories totheir thwarts, catching all in the 


same way. One tisherman in that locality de- 
clared that he bad to row forthe shore to save 
his life, so fiercely did the mackerel 
pursue his hook over the- sides 
of bis Gory: but, seriously, few persons are 
aware, Who have not witnessed it, how com- 
pletely crazed these fish seem to be wheu 
tbey take to the hook. This will continue 
sometimes for hours, when all at once every 
tigh disdains the hook and it is as impossible 
to take one that way as it would be to catch 
birds witb fly-paper. When they do not 
cLoose to bite not one can be taken with a 
hock for days at a time, though there mav be 
mijiions in sightall the while. Tney have 
chosen to bite lately, and the whole south 
shore has been stocked with them at times, so 
that it has been impossible to give them away.

A Poisoned Town. 
[Alba ny (N. Y.) Special Dispatch, | 

lor several years past the village of Sclag. 
ticoke, Rensselaer county, has been annuaily 
Visited by malignant diphtheria,causing bun- 
dreds of deaths. The tirst epidemic oecurred 
as far back as 1874. The cause of the scourge 
bas at last been discovered. When the Albany 
Northern road-bed was constructed the com- 
pany decided to save considerable expense by 
diverting the channel of the river away from 
the villave. ‘The necessary amount of low 
land for the tracks was filled in, and the em. 
hbankiment is, therefore, between the village 
and the river. At the lower end of the villaze 
4 culvert permits the water to 
flow back a considerable’ distanee be- 
tween the embankment and the viilaye, 
which forms a swamp covering a territory es- 
timated to be about fifty acres. Gradually, 
every year, upon the occasion of a flood, the 
Hoosac River has carried the refuse up this 
‘*backwater,’? and deposited it upon the 
marshy grounds, where, when the river has 
receded, it has been perwitted todecay. The 
effect of this decaying vegetation aad filth has 
been to polsen the atmosphere and produce 
borious wuses, Which have in turn bruuzat 
ubout Inataria und its aecompanayiag fever 
ugon the iohabitaats of the villages. To this, 
and to this slope, mav be attributed the sick: 
ness WLich has prevailed. The railroad coum: 
,unv baviog failed to sfford any relief, th:

Puheumatic Tubes in Parts.

It would appeur from some recently issued 
Statistics of the French telegraph service that 
the system of closed or letter telegrams i 
already largely in use in Paris. his method 
of communication consists in blowing the 
telegram paper itself through a pneuniatic 
tube insteaa of manipulating its conten’ 
verbaliy along the telegraph wire; and it ap- 
pears that the pneumatic system at presenta 
work in Paris bas a total length of 77,0 
metres, apd that it is worked froin six sta 
tiuns, at which are located steam ea 
gines having a total power of 155 horses, 
besices six watcr motors. The service 
comprises a Main system with double line, a 
which terminate seven supplementary sy>- 
tems with branobes, trains running every 
three minutes on the main system and every 
tive minutes on the supplementary systems. 
The system was introduced cn the Ist of May, 
1879, and itis now possible to communicate 
from one part of aris to anotherand receive 
areply back for little more than halfa frane¢, 
or about one fourth of the cost of an ordiuary 
telegraphed message in Loedon. The extent 
to whick the pneumaticteliezraphis wu-ed 18 
Paris may be judged from tue fact that some- 
thing approaching 400,0(0 dispatches of 4!

The Board of Health divided the employes 


into two classes. In the first alass are angi- 


neers, firemen, and brakemen, and the second 


class comprises the others. A manholding a 
second-class certificate can not work as an 
engineer, fireman, or brakeman without first 
passing a first-class examination. To obtain 
a first class-certificate it is necessary to have, 
according to the requirements ofthe Board, 
healthy eyesand eyelids, without habitual 
congestion or infammation: uoobstrueted 
visual field, normal visual! acuteness, freedom 
from color-blindness, entire absence of cata- 
ract or other progressive disease of the eyes. 
A second-class certificate requires healthy 
eyes and eyelids, without habitual congestion 
or inflammation, unobstructed visual field, 
visual acuteness at least equal to three-tifths 
without glasses, and normal with glasses in 
one eve and gt least one-balfin the other eve 
with glasses: and there must also be a free- 
dom from color-blindness in one eye, and 
color perception at least equal to three-quar- 
ters in the other eye. 

The Board of Health also ordered thatthe 
principal test for color blindness should be 
the worsted one. That is, by using a lot of 
colored skecins of worsted, which are laid ona 
table. One large skein is taken up by the 
examiner, and the railroad man is ordered to 
pick out from the pile of skeins all shades of 
that color. To test the visual power the lead- 
ing test ordered was onein which the person 
to be examined Is stationed twenty-five feet 
away from some leiters and figures three- 
eighths ofan inch long, and in turn close each 
eye and then. correctly name as many of the 
letters or feures as the examiner may call 


for. Itis these methods of testing that have 
caused all the trouble and for a 


moditication of which the ratlroad men are 
petitioning. brof. Wiiliam H. Carma'!t, the 
renowned ophthaimist of Yale College, and 
Dr. William T. Bacon, of Hartford, were ap- 
pointed tomake the examinations. They di- 
vided the State up between them, and odevan 
in this city and in Ilartford respectively 
making examinations, Prof. Carmalt mak 

ing his headquarters here, and testing the 
men on the New York roadand emploved in 
the sciutherp portion of the State. The very 
lirst day the examinations were held, Prof. 
Carmait refused togranta first-class certifi- 
cate to Engineer Charies Buliard, of the 
shore Line road, and te Enagineer Wi!liam 
Fisher.of the New York road. Both had been 
many veurs in the employ of the 
consolidated railroad company, Mr. Bul- 

lard baving runan engine for twenty-eight 
vears. li was because the visual power of 
both was defective. Mr- Bullard could not 
see tbe smallletters. and Mr. Fisher could 
only distinguish them withone eye. When 
itbecame knownthat these old engineers 
were liableto be discharged, the rest of the 
enuineers became alarmed,and began to quses- 
lion the fairness ofthe test used bythe ex- 


aminers. When it was subsequently 
alleged ‘that KEngiveer Bullard could 
readily distinguish from the I ust 
Lime drawbridge signals a mile 
way, and when tested by George 


il. Watrous, the president of the ruad, couid 
~ce better and furtber with the naked eve 
than the laiter gentleman with his glasses on, 
the engineers began to clamor for a practical 
test ratherthan the ~one used by the exairni- 
ver. And when Vice-President Reed role 
from New Havento New York on Engineer 
Fishber’s trainand declared that the enyincer 


could see justas far and as correctly a+ was 


necessary, it was resolved among the railroad 
menpthat they would not submit witnouta 
protest to any other than practical examina- 
tions on the road. 

Of course the railroad companies are in full 
sympathy with the men, for they do not relish 
ihe idea of paying, as the law requires, a fee 
of $2 each tothe examiner forthe e° amina- 
tions, none of which occupy more than ten 
minutes’ time on the average. Last Sunday 
thé engineers beld a largely attended meeting 
in this city, at which it was voted to draw 
up the petition heretofore noted, asking that 
the metbods of examining be modified by 
the Siate Board of Health. It was also un- 
dlerstood at the meeting that the 
engineers would refuse to appear before the 
examiners unless as a last resort. Some of 
the engineers, it is claimed, are not opposed 
tothe color-blind test. They would prefer, 
however, that instead of beingtested in a 
room with a number of colors likely to be- 
wilder them, they be placed on their engines 
and examined with the red, white and green 
lugs and lanterns that they have been accis- 
tomed to for years.

The Willows at St. Helena.

The willow which overshadows the first 
Bonaparte’s grave is the second planted since 
the interment of the Kmperor, and is twenty- 
six years old. Willows at St. Helena, it 
would appear, rarely attain a greater longev- 
ity than thirty years, and shoots are carefuily 
yreserved for planting. The ex-Empress 
Seasonic brought away some young shoots 
and a few violet and geranium plants from 
the tomb, some for presentation to her Majes-

This floral cu/(vs bas been going on 
for nearly sixty vears. Writing to Lord 
Batburst, immediately after the _ inter-

Germany’s Financtal Troubles. 
| From the London Examiner. | 
The condition of German finance is one of 
the curses of the unhappy Fatherland. The 
number of Finance Ministers Gcermany and 
Prussia have bad sincethe glorious period 
when German unity was consummated can- 
not well be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. Prince Bismarck bas his ideas of fti- 
nance: but his unfortunate Ministers have 
generally had opinions which differed from 
his. In order to discover additional means 
of increasing the revenue, the financial heads 
of the various states are now at Coburg. It 
has become evident thattbe protective tariff 
does not supply the requisite amount; but by 
hook or crook the German revenue must be 
augmented. That is the burden ofthe song 
which tbis conference must sine. Prince 
Bismarck proposes more indirect taxes, such 
as a heavier malt tax.a tobacco monopoly, 
and additional stainp duties. He quite admits 
that the direct levies arealready as great as 
they can be endured, while the injustice in 
the incidence of indirect taxation is loudly 
complained of by writers in thé German 


press and bythe army of Professors. If the 
military competition betWeen France and 


Germany continues much longer itis not dif- 
ficult to foretell where the victory will lic. 


BoNE MEAL ‘*EOR Cows.—Where cows 
chew old bones, it shows that their food i 
deficient in phosphates. ‘This often happen: 
on land that has been long cropped, or where 
milk or cheese has been sold from the farm. 
Butter does not remove the phosphates, as it 
is only carbon, while the more valuable por- 
tions of the milk, so far as fer ility 1s con- 
cerned, are left in the buttermilk and fed to 
pigs. Cows show the lack of phosphates in 
the soil quickerthan other animals, because 
they need so much in their food to form milk. 
Feeding bones, either crude or in meal, is 
only temporury relief. The true way is to 
feed the crops: givethem their due share of 
phosphatic munures, and the evil complained 
of will cease. It is not generaily Known how 
largely the composition of forage plants is 
affected by the ricbness or poverty of the soil 
on which they are grown. The farmer wil! 
notice. if he applies phosphates to a part of 
nis fields, that cattle of all kinds will eat down 
the grass much more closely there than else- 
where. This indicates that the fertilized 
land produces aricher and stronger grass 
than the otbercansupply. In grains, the lack of 
phosphates is shown in an undue proportion 
of straw. and I think, also, often in an infe- 
rior or shrunken erain. 
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STEWED EELS.—Large eels are preferable 
for stewing. After they are skinned and 
cleaned, cut omf the heads and tails; cut them 
mn lengths of about two inches: salt and pep- 
per them, using a teaspoonful of salWand a 
salt spoonful of white pepper for every pound 
of eels: roli them in flour, and fry in boiling 
drippings. Dram them perfectly dry in the 
colander; make a gravy of half a pint of clear 
stock to a pound of eels: season with a very 
little salt and pepper, and three or four fine- 
ly chopped mushrooms; let the eels simmer 
in this gravy fop twenty mioutes, then thick- 
en witb a teaspoonful of flodr rubbed up with 
a teaspoonful of butter; when it has boiled, 
add just before serving a tablespoonful of 


sherry wine.

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Farm-House Architecture — Valuable 
Wild Birds—Bone Meal for Cows— 
Household Receipts, Etc. 


No subject has received so little attention, 
though none deserves so much, as the con- 
siruction of farm-houses in the prairie re- 
sions of the West. With very rare exceptions 
Western farm-houses are devoid of beauty, 
while they are nearly destitute of the means 
for comfort and convenience. The matter of 
adapting houses to the needs of ‘the families 
that are to occupy them has received scarcely 
any attention. The same is enone true 
in relation totheir proper location and sur- 
roundipgs. Most stylish farm-houses are 
modeled after those found in villages and 
large towns, where the requirements of the 
families who ocoupy them are almost entirely 
different. They are often built’ accordiag to 
plars furpished in some work on architect- 
wre. and which look exceedingly well on pa- 
per. : 
Cities apd large towns are well supplied 
with competent architects, who not only fur- 
nish plan~ for dwellings suited to the tastes 
and needs of the intended occupants, byt who

struction of houses. Although the houses in 
the country are far more numerous than those 
in cities and villages, they are generally plan-

Wateriust be bronghtinto aad carried out 
of ibe bouse in buckets. A change of air can 
onty be Ontained by opening windows. Most 
of ithe rooms are lighted only on one side and 
it js pecessary to climb stairs in order toreach 
haif ofthem. The kitchen is u-sualliv small 
and sositua‘eithat all tbe steam and odors 
atising from washing and cooking enter the 
otuer rooms ofthe house. The parlor, which 
is rareiv used, occupies that portion of the 
house that has the most pleasant outlook. In 
short. the ordinarv farm-house was oever in- 

tendea for comfort. 

(ptothistime almest all the houses on 
Western furms bave beee constructed of pine 
tumber, a material at once we ishable by ex- 
vosure and very combustible. Few attempts 
have Leen made to emp oy stone for building 
purposes, though itis nearly imperishable, 
incom hu-tible, and very generally distridut- 
ed. ln many places a farm house may be con- 
stivc'ted of stone quite as cbeipty as of wood, 
as fyrmers can baul the materirl from quar- 
rics in the vicinitv when tbere is no pre-sing 
work to be attended to. The use of concrete 
in the construction of farm houses is almost 
unknown, and brick houses aie «!]most as rare 
on farms as marble mansions areincities. It 
never seems to occur toa prairie farmer that 
he can with economy build a house of any 
other materiel than pine lumber. 

Itistime that Western farmers turn their 
attention to the construction of houses suited 
to the needs of their families. A vast amount 
of money is now wasted for want of suitable 
knowledge. A large proportion of Western 
farmers bave now the means to erect tasty, 
sul stantial, and convenient dwellings. They 
wan! to understand how to drain and ventil- 
ate them soas to insure health. They need to 
lear: avd appreciate the worth and services 
of serentitic and practical architects. Above 
uli, tbev should giye attention to the sunject 
of buitding material. The supp!y of pine 
lumber, at {he present rate of consumoptioa, 
wii’ soon be eXhausted, and something must 
be found to take its place. Brick-makiag re- 
eeives the aitention of farmers in other parts 
of tbe country. and itis time that it received 
a‘tenticn here. .

structive to raspberries; thetawny and brown 
thrushbes wee almost exciusively insectiver- 
ous. The food of the blackbird family— 
which included the red-winged blackbird, 
the crow blackbird. the cow bird, the meadow 
lark and the oriole—consisted largely of 
beetles and larvx; the crow biackbird, Hihoas 
ever. lived almost entirely on crain; while 
the cow bird, like the European cuckvo, was 
decidedly injurious by laying its eggs in the 
nests of other and beneficial birds, whose 
voubg were geneyally starved to death, ow- 
ing tothe greater size and more clamorous 
appetite of the intrudivg brovd; the gred- 
winged blackbird fed on the larvie of beeties 
in thesprirg, but in the fali it devoured 
grain. 

About 25 per cent of the food of the mead- 
ow lark consisted of beeties and other in- 
sects, the remainder being vegetable food, 
but of what hind be had been unable to ascer- 
tain. The Batburne oriole was beveficial to 
the farmer. The sparrows were ali pretty 
much grain feeders, though the grav dircd or 
chipping sparrow fed largely on iusects. Quer 
Variety, the purple finch, devoured tue bu ts 
of trees. and was injurious ou that account. 
The indigo bird fed mostiy oa the seeds of 
grass and weeds. The English spxrrow 
seemed to feed ubout equally on seeds aud 
insects, but he had not examiued their stom- 
achs. It was doubtful whether its importa- 
tion would prove a benefit or aninjury. The 
canary fed chiefly on small seeds, but its 
young devoured a good many insects. He 
believed the house wren fed entirely on in- 
sects and tbeir larvw, and like the blick- 
capped tit, or chickadee, was entirely bene- 
ti: ial; the war-wing, or cherry bird, wasnev- 
er injurious to fruit, and the butcher-bird 
was ap enemy tothe farmer by killing small 
insectivorous birds: the jay and the hawk 
were iniurious for the samereason: the crow 
fed largely on grsin.

losk-WATER.—lDrocure a glass bottle with 
a wide mouth and ground-giass stopper; fill 
two-thirds full with deodorized aicobol, and 
keep adding rose leaves until you cannot force 
more intothe botile. Let the whole stand for 
several months, keeping it air-tight, and 
strain when the virtue has left the leaves. 
White roses are the best. 

BRANDY PEACHES.—Choose laryve, firm. 
white cling-stone peaches. lour oer them 
boiling water; let them stand five minutes, 
then take them out one by one and rub all the 
fuz off with a coarse§crash towel, thea stick 
them ina dc zen p!aces witha need'e;:put them 
in a glass jar, covering each laver of peaches 
with alayerof jump sugar, allowing a half 
pound of sugartoevery pound of peaches: 
cover With white brandy. Cover tightly and 
keep for a month pefore using. 

FLEA BeETLES.—The turoip fea beetle, 
Hahiba striolata, can be kept from injuriag 
turnips by dustisg the leaves, when wet 
with dew, with lime in powder. Sprinkling 
With whale-oil soapsuds also keeps them off. 
These applications might do for cabbages be- 
fore beading has begun. ‘The plant lice can 
be hilled by soaking the ground around the 
roots of the saijisfy with soapsuds or tobacco 
water not strong enoughto kill the plants. 
Experiment wit! determine the strengih. 

FLOWERS IN THE LIVING ROoOMs.—House+ 
keepers Who have flowers about their homes 
should ever keep them inthe living rooms. 
rbeir intluence is refining, and their beautv 
afeasttothe eye. Children are ever fond of 
flowers, andthe motoer whv cannot afford 
time to Keep vases and glasses replenished, 
joses caste intheireyes. A very pretty ar- 
rangement for atable is to take a goblet and 
soup plate.(a dinuer plate wiil do, but the 
other holds most water): set the glass iuside 
the plate, fill both with water, aul arvsange 
the flowers therein. Double bal-ams are es- 


prcalliy suitable for the plate, and tne guob- 
let should buve. beside the flowers. a few 
tiailing vines and delicate grasses. Wauoen

PRESERVED QUINCES.—Weigh your quin- 
ces after Washing them and cultlog out aoy 
impeifections. Take a pint of waterto every 
pound of fruit: let the quinces boi! in this 
water until they can be eastiv pierced witha 
fork, then drop them in cold water: us soon 
as cool enovgh to handle peel carefulty, cut 
intwo, cut out the cores. put the skins saad 
one-fauith the seecs back in the water the 
quinces were boiled in,.and let them boil rap- 
idly f'rbalf an hour, then stram through a 
jelly bag. Take haif a pint of this water toa 
pound of lump sugar, anda pound of fruil; 
let it boil slowly together until the quinces 
are a bright pink, semi-transpureat and peér- 
fecitly tender: tuke euch piece out carefully, 
putona platter, ard keep themin the stn 
while the syrup boils a quarter of an hour 
longer; pour the hot syrup over the quinc?s 
and let them stand uncovered till quite coid; 
ut in jars, and over each one pucu piece of 

tt r-paper dipped in whisky: cork tightly 
and seep in a cool piace. 

COLD Arm FRUIT-CURING.—The California 
Mountain Messenger repoits an interesting 
t xperiment in fruit-curing, lately made at u 
Piacerville foundry, Abouta peck of slic d 
apples were placedinasi ve and subjected 
to a ccld-air blast for three anda half aours 
iu the cupola fuinice of the foundry, and the 
Truit is reported tw bave been complecely and 
be utiiully cwed bythe t:eatmeat, remain- 
ing sft and wiihout the slightest di-colora- 
tion. ‘The cured fruit showed none of the 


hvish, stiff dryness which results from hot | 


curing. the cold blast completely freeing the 
fruit from excess of moisture, with no poxsi- 
b lity of burning or shriveling it. The Mes- 
sepgersays: ‘“*Compared with our sun-dry- 
ing, it effects a great saving of expeuse, at- 
tention, andii-k. Anybody who can com- 
mand or devise a strong blast of cold air can 
dry fruit in a superior—we may say perfect 
—-manner. without being dependent on the 
weather and waiting on the slow process of 
sun-drving, and without the most expensive 
resort to fuel and the risk of overheatiag.’’ 


ANTS.—There is one way, and onlv one, of 
ridding the house, closets, cake-pails, sugar- 
barrels, &c., of red ants or black, big or little. 
When you find them on your premises, get 
ready tea-kettles of boiling water, plenty of 
Go out of doors, look carefully all over 
the paths and walks, if inthe country: if iu 
the city, look over the flagging in the areas, 
both frontand back. ‘Scald every little bole 
you see With a mound of jittie ear:h pellets 
around it: itis the home of the ant. On a 
sunby day these pellets are brought out o* the 
neststodry.
